THE OLD WEST — This 
map, sketched from a Ca¬ 
nadian government map is¬ 
sued in 1877, shows the 
divisions of the West be¬ 
fore Alberta and Saskat¬ 
chewan entered the Con¬ 
federation 60 years ago. 
Dotted lines mark the pres¬ 
ent boundaries of the Prai¬ 
rie provinces. In 1877 all 
of Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan lay within the North 
West Territory. Most of 
what now is Manitoba, 
once known as the “postage 
stamp” because of its 
small size and rectangular 
shape, was in the district 
of Keewatin. It was en¬ 
larged to its present size in 
1912. Planned route of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, 
not finished to the coast 
until 1885, is traced from 
Fort William to the 
Rockies. The solid line 
shows finished sections 
and the broken line those 
parts either proposed or 
projected. Western Canada 
now is covered with a net¬ 
work of rail-lines and the 
CPR main line is much 
further South. 
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In comparison to thousands of years of existence of nations throughout the civilized 
world, sixty years is a mere drop in the bucket. Alberta as a Province observing its Diamond 
Jubilee is indeed very young, even in-the eyes of the older settled parts of Canada. Nevertheless, 
the tremendous strides it has made along with the hustle and bustle of an ever increasing expansion 
on all sides, is a far cry from that day in 1905 when the headlines proclaimed Alberta's birth as one 
of the newest provinces in Canada. 

By 1905 Lethbridge was well established as a growing community and was in the process 
of receiving official recognition as a city. The pioneers were on the move opening up new farming 
areas and developing new towns. Those hardy people, the first citizens of Alberta, with vision and 
confidence foresaw a great future for this part of Canada. Even so, it is doubtful if they could 
foresee that in a sixty-year period the few thousands of people who saw the birth of the Province 
would expand into a population of over lVi million in such a short time. With world population 
now growing at the rate of 60 million per year and with the tremendous scientific progress taking 
place in all manner of living, Alberta is destined to play an even greater role in Canada's economy 
and it would not be too difficult to forecast that by the time Alberta celebrates its centennial the 
present population will have tripled or quadrupled. This presents a tremendous challenge to each 
of us now living in Alberta and, coming right back to our own doorstep, Lethbridge is no exception. 

In paying tribute to our Province and to the hardy pioneers who first located in Alberta, 
we would do well to stop and consider the tremendous job that lies ahead. The opportunities in 
Alberta are endless. We can be proud of our past and look forward to the future with optimism 
and anticipation. 

Hats off to Alberta in its Diamond Jubilee year!

Plans at first called for 
the railway to turn to* 
wards the north only at 
Dunmore Junction near 
Medicine Hat. Coal for 
the old steam engines 
was to be moved down 
the Oldman River by 
barge and river boat. 
Three boats were actually 
constructed, but the shift* 
ing sand bars and the un¬ 
predictable water levels 
led to the abandonment 
of the boating idea. The 
railway then pushed on 
westward to Lethbridge 
out of Medicine Hat. At 
first it was a narrow 
gauge railway. It was 
called the turkey trail be¬ 
cause of the way the 
routing zig-zagged back 
and forth following the 
contours of the land.

Coal cars were drawn out of the mine by horses 
to the foot of the incline railway situated along the 
Oldman River valley just south of Lehtbridge. Photo 
at left shows the mine entrance in 1885. 


Before the railway, and to outlying areas after 
the arrival of the railway, coal and supplies was 
freighted overland by bull teams. A complete team 
was supposed to contain eight yoke of oxen al- 
the arrival of the railroad, coal and supplies were 
as many as 10 yoke. Three wagons were allotted to 
each team and 1,000 pounds of freight per animal 
was considered proper. Many wagons, however, 
contained 5,000 pounds of coal as a fair load. Photo 
shows coal loaded at Lethbridge ready for move¬ 
ment to Fort Macleod. Supplies for the new territory 
arrived in a similar manner. Shipped first by river- 
boat up the Missouri River to Fort Benton, Montana, 
the cargo was then moved by bull teams to Leth¬ 
bridge, Fort Macleod, Fort Walsh and Calgary.

"Southern Alberta's Leading Hotel' 
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Kails Head West Towards Crowsnest Pass 
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In the beginning railway engineers saw the Oldman River Valley 
at Lethbridge as a formidable foe. From where the present Canadian 
Government elevators now stand, the rail bed headed south. Top photo 
shows the construction of the Crowsnest Pass branch of the CPR on April 
25, 1898 at the St. Mary's Riverbottom 10 miles south of Lethbridge. 
A total of 20 bridges had to be built along the south bank of the Oldman 


River coulees between Lethbridge and Fort Macleod. Shortly after the 
line was in service, bridge work started to collapse and there were many 
casualties. This prompted the building of Lethbridge's High Level Bridge, 
completed shortly after the turn of the century. The magnificent steel 
structure still stands today in service, as good as the day it was completed.

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Ranching Has Played Its Role From Start 





Soon after the mounted police arrived in 
southern Alberta in 1874, and law and order was 
established, many of the men started leaving the 
force and took up ranching. Vast tracts of land in 
the foothills country was there for the taking, with 
little more than continuing improvements required 
for establishment of ownership. Money from England 
became available and vast holdings were established 
with English capital in many parts of southern 
Alberta. One of the big failing points was that 
almost day to day operations of the vast ranches 
were carried out by the owners in England. 
Thousands of dollars were invested, and thousands 
were lost in many cases. Top photo shows one of 
the largest undertakings, the Leeds and Elliott 
ranch west of Claresholm on Willow Creek. It was 
roundup time. The layout is better known today as 
the Oxley Ranch. Photos at left show some of the 
many hardships that had to be endured. Willow 
Creek in flood at the turn of the century. Vast 
quantities of food and supplies were lost in tha 
swollen waters as teams attempted the cross.

Lethbridge 
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Pincher Creek Has Never Looked Back 



■piNCHER CREEK is the second oldest settlement 
in southern Alberta, Macleod holding the pre¬ 
mier position by a very few years. Although it is 
said Pincher Creek received its name long before 
Macleod was ever settled. In 1852, pioneer mission¬ 
ary Father Lacombe visited this beautiful valley in 
the foothills of the Rockies and decided that it was 
an ideal place for his hermitage. Prospectors, miners, 
freetraders and explorers invaded the country, and 
among the number was a party of prospectors headed 
by George Houk and including Mart Holloway, 
Thomas Lee, John Nelson and others. The story 
goes that as they journeyed through the valley, they 
camped along this little creek and during their stay, 
lost one of their most valuable implements—a pair 
of pincers. In 1875, Col. Macleod, who was in charge 
of the new police barracks at the settlement which 
bore his name, sent a detachment of his men into 
the foothills west of Macleod to establish a post 
there. Arriving at the same creek where George Houk 
and the other prospectors had camped in 1861, it is 
said that they found the lost pair of nippers, rusted 
and old, from which the stream derived its name 
of “Pincer Creek,” which soon became, from com¬ 
mon usage, “Pincher Creek.” From 1875 to 1890, 
the history of Pincher Creek is as colorful and ro¬ 
mantic as any story found on the flickering screen 
or between the pages of a western novel. Today 
Pincher Creek is the service centre of the famed 


Pincher Creek wet gas fields. Even with this new 
$40,000,000 SHELL GAS PLANT SOUTH OF PINCHER wealth, the town hasn’t lost any of the traditions 

with the ranching era of the past. 
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Pincher Creek Today — A Model Of Good Planning 
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It was in 1878 that the first white settlers, three m numoer, 
built shacks of roughly hewn logs with sod roofs along this 
stream. 

The North West Mounted Police and cattle ranching were 
the two factors responsible for Pincher Creek coming into 
existence. The police were organized in 1873 to bring law 
and order to western Canada, and, in order to carry out 
their duties, they established a fort at Macleod in 1874, To 
provide for the needs of the police, a dairy farm south of 
Fort Macleod and a horse ranch along the Pincher Creek were 
established in 1875. It is believed that these two agricultural 
enterprises were the first of such in southwest Alberta. 

The district’s first wheat was grown by Francis Willock 
in 1883 — from a few heads of Golden Chaff found in his pocket 
which he had brought from Ontario. This beginning of agricul¬ 
ture by these first settlers has continued throughout the years 
and the area has since developed into excellent rangeland 
and lush farm fields. 

Noted for its outstanding cattle, many of the ranchers 
have been award winners at the Toronto Royal Winter Fair. 

Pincher Creek has been gas and oil conscious ever since 
1902 when the first well was drilled southwest of town. In 1956 
British American Oil Ltd. constructed a natural gas processing 
plant. This was followed by the subsequent construction of a 
second gas processing plant by Shell Oil of Canada in 1961. 
In addition to the two sulphur and natural gas plants, a cycling 
plant at Lookout Butte, south of town, was constructed as a 
joint venture by the two oil companies. 

Since 1958 the rapid growth of the town has been evident. 
Five modern schools are attended by some 1,000 students. 

St. Vincent’s Hospital, operated by the Daughters of Jesus, 
was opened in 1925 and has since been enlarged to a modem 
up-to-date 60-bed hospital with the latest operating and X-ray 
equipment. 

The new Associate Clinic is operated by five doctors. 

Calgary Power Co. supplies the town with power; and 
natural gas is available to all citizens supplied by Plains 
Western Gas and Electric Co. 

With seven churches, the town has services for almost any 
faith — St. Michael’s Roman Catholic, St. John’s Anglican, 
United Church of Canada, First Baptist, Pentecostal Assemblies 
of Canada, Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints and 
the Lutheran Church. 

Visitors to the area are welcome to enjoy the many recrea¬ 
tional facilities such as the nine-hole golf course; the modem 
heated swimming pool; skating and curling arenas, inclusive 
of artificial ice; two landscaped town parks; playgrounds for 
children; baseball, softball and football facilities. In addition, 
there is an eight lane bowling alley. Skiing in the winter is 
within convenient travelling distance. An airstrip operated 
by A. W. Cook may be used by light aircraft. 

Pincher Creek is nine miles from Beauvais Lake Provincial 
Park; 29 miles from Waterton Lakes National Park and 50 
miles from Glacier National Park, Montana, U.S.A. 

The area is a hunter’s paradise and abounds with streams 
and lakes for fishing. 
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Pincher Creek, the town with a promising future, is cradled in 
the foothills, and is the northern doorway to scenic Waterton 
Park.

The summer weather is usually ideal and the Chinook 
winds provide a pleasant break in the winter cold spells. 

Three banks service the area — Royal Bank of Canada, 
Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce and the Provincial 
Treasury Branch. 

Complete shopping facilities are found in two drug stores; 
2 hardware stores; one furniture and hardware combined; 
1 theatre; 8 garages and service stations; 2 jewellery stores; 

1 sportshop; 3 gents’ furnishings; 5 implement dealers; 1 
bakery; 4 barbers; one clothing and dry goods; 2 ladies’ wear; 

2 plumbing shops; 2 electrical shops; government liquor store; 
2 realtors; 4 oil and fuel agents; pool hall; 2 tire shops; 4 
restaurants; 2 shoe repair and a tobacco and magazine shop. 

The town has a modern dentist office. 

Accommodations can be found in the two hotels or one 
of the three modern motels. 

In addition, an excellent library is located in the Town Hall. 

Service clubs and organizations include the I.O.O.F Lodge; 
the Knights of Columbus; Royal Canadian Legion; Masons; 
Elks; Lions; Kinsmen and the Chamber of Commerce. 

Crestview Lodge is a well-staffed and modern home for the 
senior citizens. 

Industrial establishments include a-creamery, a pasteurizing 
plant, a weekly newspaper, dry cleaners, welding and machine 
shop and sheet metal shops. 

Provincial and Federal government offices in the town 
comprise the Magistrate’s Office and Courthouse; Po:l Office; 
RCMP Headquarters; Department of Lands and Forests Office 
and the Department of Transport Weather Station. 

Civic administrators include Mayor Arthur Ames and Coun¬ 
cillors Francis Sorge, Mrs. Joan Turcott, Bradford Sawyer, 
George Allred, Oliver Haigh, and Frank Cotton with Secretary- 
Treasurer James W. Crawford. In addition, there are two 
town policemen, five RCMP officers and a fish and wildlife 
warden resident in town. 

The sub-divisions are all planned with the aid of the 
Oldman River Planning Commission of which the Town is a 
member. Eighty per cent of the town has sidewalks and 
gutters. The main arterial roads are paved and fire protec¬ 
tion is ably handled by a voluntary brigade of 16 men. 

An extension to the sewer system was built at a cost of 
$130,000.00 in 1962 and is capable of handling a population of 
10,000 persons and a new extension to the water system is to 
be constructed very shortly at a cost of $230,000.00 

There are several fully serviced, ideal industrial sites 
available at the present time. Also a new residential sub¬ 
division which is completely serviced with sewer and water. 

With the large up-to-date sewer and water systems, the 
town is in a position to handle any type of industry and would 
welcome and help as much as possible any industry that might 
want to settle in what we think is the best town in southern 
Alberta.

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More Industrial Lustre 


From the development of new petroleum resources in tl 
north to fertilizer production expansion in the south, the stirrii 
bustle that marks Alberta's economic activity continues wi 
renewed vigor. 

New growth, new areas of development, and, alwoi) 
the location of new industries in the province, plus the expo 
sion of established firms, continue to add lustre to the smoo 
growth of economic expansion. 

During the past year, considerable interest has bee 
refocussed on petroleum developments, such as that in tf 
Athabasca Oil Sands area. Opened for development by tf 
government after extended hearings, it has brought about 
revitalization of the northern sections. A $190 million plai 
to recover crude oil from the sands is now under constructic 
on a three year program, and the nearby town of Fort McMurray has been granted provincial 
"new town" status, permitting extensive low cost borrowing from the provincial government. 


Around Lesser Slave Lake, the announcement of a new pool of oil for exploration has 
resulted in many oil firms undertaking major developments. 

The new railway to Pine Point has thrown wide the gates to another avenue of northern 
expansion, not only in mineral production, but also in vast areas for agricultural and timber 
development. With interest in mineral ores at the acute stage in the north, the successes of 
the Alberta Research Council in developing a leaching process for iron ore refining has caught 
the attention of the industry. Economical and effective, the new process requires a minimum 
investment, and a major private industry has announced plans to construct a $1.75 million 
pilot plant to further prove the efficiency and practicability of the process. 

Industrial expansion during the year ahead appears to be extensive, with the petro¬ 
chemical and chemical industries providing the greatest investment. In addition to the oil 
sands development, many other petroleum operations are now under construction, such as 
the $8 million gas plant at Edson; the $3.5 million sulphur recovery plant at Olds; and the 
$8 million expansion to the gas and sulphur recovery plant at Whitecourt. Chemical industry 
projects for 1965 include a proposed $5 million expansion of an Edmonton plant; along with 
multi-million dollar expansion for existing chemical fertilizer plants in Calgary ($21,000,000), 
Fort Saskatchewan ($24,000,000), and Medicine Hat ($8,000,000). 

In 1964, the value of manufacturers shipments rose by nearly 10 per cent to a total of 
$1,134 million. Major increases were recorded by foods and beverage producers, wood pro¬ 
cessors and by metal fabricators and producers. The trend promises to continue throughout 
1965 according to developments proposed and presently under construction. Among these 
are a $1 million bakery proposed for Calgary, a $3 million sugar beet plant expansion under 
way in Taber and Butte, and a $1.5 million plant for the production of communication cable 
under construction in Sentinel. 

The first few months of 1965 bear out the optimistic forecasts that this will be a pro¬ 
gressive and prosperous year for the development of natural resources, business and industry 
in Alberta.

They Came From South To Promised Land 



TPHE BEGINNING of Cardston started with an 
exploration trip by Charles Ora Card, then a 
pioneer of Cache Valley, Utah, who answered a 
call by President John Taylor, head of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, often referred 
to as the Mormon Church. 

Born Nov. 5, 1839, Card left Logan, Utah, to 
find a new home on British soil for himself and his 
friends. It was at a time when many members of 
the faith were under persecution. Card left Utah 
Sept. 14, 1886. His trip took him through Washing¬ 
ton, Oregon, southeastern British Columbia, then via 
Calgary to the mouth of Lee's Creek where he camp¬ 
ed Oct. 24, 1886. With him were Bishop Isaac 
Zundal and Elder James W. Hendricks. The follow¬ 
ing May (in 1877) Card, Thomas E. Ricks, Thomas 
X. Smith and Neils Monson returned and took up 
squatters possession on Lee’s Creek at the present 
site of Cardston. 

Edward Neal Barker, an Englishman of ability 
and courage, had previously squatted a mile up Lee’s 
Creek and built a cottonwood shack in the fall of 


1885. His intention was to “rawnch” as it was known 
in those days. Barker is credited with growing the 
first vegetable garden in the district. 

He gave valuable assistance to Card and his 
associates and acted as their guide to the mountains 
for timber. 

June 3, 1887 the main company of Mormon 
settlers arrived from Utah. There were 41 persons 
in all — 10 families in nine wagons, 23 horses, 40 
head of cattle, several crates of chickens — all rain 
soaked and weary. 

The Mormons brought with them an under¬ 
standing of irrigation as practiced in Utah. It was a 
farming practice that was greatly welcomed in the 
new land. From Cardston the Mormon pioneers 
spread out and helped in the building of districts 
like Glenwood, Hillspring, Raymond, Magrath, Stir¬ 
ling and others. 

A deep tradition of the past has rooted in Card¬ 
ston. With the backing of the pioneering thrift, 
understanding and enterprise, Cardston today is mov¬ 
ing ahead as one of southwestern Alberta’s key 
centres.

Photo at right shows old 
Fort Edmonton, N.W.T., founded in the 
very early days by the Hudson's Bay 
Company. It served as a key trading 
centre for the entire region as it does 
today. 




One of the main reasons the North 
West Mounted Police made their famed 
westward trek in 1874 was to bring law 
and order to the opening west... law and 
order to centres like Fort Whoop - up 
located at the junction of the Oldman and 
St. Mary rivers. The fort was built by two 
adventurous Americans, Heally and Ham¬ 
ilton who flew the American flag on 
British soil. Originally called Fort Hamil¬ 
ton, the founder's name soon gave way 
to the more descriptive appellation "Fort 
Whoop-up." Built in the late 1860s, the 
old fort burned down and had to be re¬ 
built. Lethbridge associates its earliest 
beginnings with Whoop - up. 



Old Fort Calgary, shown at right, 
also had a colorful history, but it never 
quite matched that of some of the other 
centres. Shown is Calgary in 1891. 


Most famous fort of all in Alberta 
was Fort Macleod. When Col. James 
Macleod of the North West Mounted 
Police was unable to purchase Fort 
Whoop-up at the end of his westward 
trek in 1874, he moved on to an Island 
in the Oldman River just east of the pres¬ 
ent site of Fort Macleod. It served as 
police headquarters for the region. Photo 
at left shows main street of Macleod 
about 1882. High run-off water in the 
spring isolated the old fort on many occa¬ 
sions and eventually it was rebuilt on the 
present townsite.

At one time the 
bones were also burned into a charcoal 
and used in the purification of sugar.

Dealings In Buffalo Hides , Murder And Hanging 


Standoff Trading Post And Days Of ‘Charcoal’ 


The old trading post of David 
Lambert Mudiman was built at 
Standoff, 15 miles south of Fort 
Macleod, on the Blood Indian 
reserve in 1883-4 and sold to 
the late R. N. Wilson in 1886. 

David Mudiman operated as a 
free trader with the Indians 
under the name of David Lam¬ 
bert. Young Mudiman left his 
home some 35 miles east of Ot¬ 
tawa when 17 years of age and 
came to Winnipeg in 1882 and in 
the spring of 1883 came up the 
Red River and across to the 
Missouri and up to Fort Benton, 
Montana, then by pack train to 
the Cochrane Ranch in the vi¬ 
cinity of where Glenwood now 
stands. 

He spent six months there and 
soon picked up the Blackfoot 
tongue. Very efficient at dove¬ 
tailing logs he built the trading 
post and started trading with 
the Bloods, selling his hides and 
furs to the I. G. Baker Com¬ 
pany. 

Once the Indians got hold of 
either some moonshine or bad 
whiskey and were on the fight. 
When they got to the trading 
post they broke the window, a 
top pane and a bottom pane. 

Young Mudiman never traded 
in liquor but there were two 
kegs of beer at the post and 
when the Indians came demand¬ 
ing liquor he rolled out the two 
kegs, knocked in the two bungs 
with a hammer and let the beer 
run out onto the grass. Seeing 
this the Indians lay flat on the 
ground and licked up as much 
of the beer that they could. 


This was the end of the trou¬ 
ble as they appeared satisfied 
that he had given them all that 
he had and thus the trading post 
was saved. 

Having a fair knowledge of 
medicine both in regard to man 
and horses the Indian medicine 
men did not understand his 
method of lancing a wound. 

They used to probe and burn 
it to draw it. Mudiman had to 
hide his work from the Medicine 
men and had to tell the Indians 
that their medicine man was al¬ 
right, but the evil spirit in the 
case had to be handled in a dif¬ 
ferent manner and by these 
means he kept from crossing 
the medicine man. 

Mudiman was heard to speak 
of Indians bringing in beaver 
buffalo — that being known as 
the buffalo hide with curly hair. 
The Indians used to trade their 
capes and shirts beaded with 
elks’ teeth for $10 an outfit. 

Mudiman made a study of the 
Indians’ religion and habits and 
had great admiration for the full 
blooded Indian. He acquired on 
one occasion a medicine man’s 
chest or “medicine” containing 
herbs, charms, etc While trad¬ 
ing at Standoff, an Indian 
brought in a beautiful white 
wolf, an albino, a very rare 
thing. 

The Indian, when he found it 
in his trap, thought at first that 
it was a yearling white heifer. 

Mudiman had considerable 
trouble with the squaws who 
would try and steal the buffalo 


hides after dark and to off-set 
this he rigged up a wire that 
extended along the hides to 
which a bell was attached for 
the purpose of giving the alarm 
when any of the hides were 
moved. 

On several occasions after the 
bell gave an alarm he ran out 
and chased the thieving squaw 
grabbing her blanket from 
which the squaw would break 
away leaving Mudiman holding 
the blanket. 

This blanket he would put up 
for sale in his post and invar¬ 
iably the culprit would appear 
and purchase her blanket thus 
disclosing her identity. 

The time that diphtheria was 
prevalent among the Indians 
they buried their dead in trees 
on the island in winter time, 
then came the flood which re¬ 
moved all the bodies which al¬ 
most covered the island. 

In 1885 David Lambert, or 
Mudiman, went with a survey 
party through the Crowsnest 
Pass and while there received 
his first word of the rebellion. 

A little Frenchman and Mudi¬ 
man were the only two at Crows 
nest Lake who wished to leave 
to enlist with the police and left 
there at daylight in an endeavor 
to reach Fort Macleod by 8 
o’clock that right as the police 
were supposed to leave for Bat- 
tleford or some other point to 
suppress the Indians. 

Both had to swim rivers en 
route to Fort Macleod and they 


arrived at Fort Macleod to find 
that the police had left a little 
ahead of schedule, but Mudi¬ 
man was hired as a scout. They 
kept him carrying dispatches be¬ 
tween Fort Macleod and Cal¬ 
gary and other northern points. 

Later when the Indian brave, 
Charcoal, was on the loose after 
having killed Medicine Pipe 
Stem, David Mudiman inter¬ 
viewed the officer commanding 
the NWMP at Fort Macleod of¬ 
fering his services to bring in 
Charcoal as he thought with his 
knowledge of the Indian ways 
that he would be successful, his 
offer was refused by the Police 
who were getting little co-oper¬ 
ation of the ranchers. 

When Charcoal shot Sergt. 
Wilde then the ranchers swung 
in and gave all the aid they 
could. 

David Mudiman knew both 
Charcoal and Medicine Pipe 
Stem well. The story of Char¬ 
coal has been written many 
times and not all accounts are 
correct. 

There was no struggle when 
Charcoal, having left his work 
at the hay camp, saw one of his 
wives, Pretty Wolverine (who 
died Nov. 12, 1946 at the Indian 
hospital near Cardston) in the 
arms of her relative Pipe Stem, 
who hearing Charcoal open the 
door, turned his head and was 
hit by a bullet through his skull 
from Charcoal’s rifle and died 
immediately. Pretty Wolverine 
later married Black Plume. 


They died about 1912. Black 
Plume died at 78 about 1940. 
The shack in which Medicine 
Pipe Stem was shot belonged to 
“Old Sleeps on Top.” Cropped 
Ear Wolf also had a cabin in 
the same vicinity. The hay camp 
was between Hillspring and 
Glenwood having been the Coch¬ 
rane range. Charcoal was hang¬ 
ed at the NWMP Barracks at 
Fort Macleod, March 16, 1897, 
after he had shot Edward Mc¬ 
Neil, the farm instructor; shot 
at Cpl. William Armer at Card¬ 
ston, threatened Red Crow, the 
head chief, who would not sleep 
in his bed for fear that Char¬ 
coal would shoot him through 
the window, and a Police Scout, 
“White Calf,” slept in the small 
attic of his cabin pulling his lad¬ 
der up with him. 

Receiving a token from the po¬ 
lice for the capture of Char¬ 
coal, Green Grass, one of those 
instrumental for Charcoal’s cap¬ 
ture was spat on with scorn by 
some of the Indians of the re¬ 
serve. Charcoal had also threat¬ 
ened James Wilson, the Indian 
Agent at that time. 

Since the days of Dutch Fred 
Wachter, who opened the first 
whiskey post on the site of the 
present Hutterite Colony, Stand¬ 
off, has made history and the 
pioneers of that territory be¬ 
tween the rivers saw colorful 
times. 

David Mudiman died in Feb¬ 
ruary 1917 after having farmed 
in the Rathwell district for many 
years.

Stories about stages coaches may seem only 
like movie myths to the younger generations. Even 
movies, however, have had a tough time capturing 
the saga. Top right photo shows the original Leth¬ 
bridge to Macleod stage. The driver was "Polly" 
Pollinger, described by the oldtimers as an "artist 
with horses." The stage is shown leaving the I. G. 
Baker store at Macleod for Lethbridge, connecting 
here with the Galt Company railway to Medicine 
Hat. The photo was taken in the late 1880s. Pol- 
linger's ability with the stage and horses was des¬ 
cribed only as short of fantastic. His dares on trips 
were many. Like pilots today, "Polly" was always 
trying to establish a new record. Top left photo 
shows the original Calgary to Edmonton stage. At 
left is the Sicks' Brewery Lethbridge stage of today 
which attends many functions as a reminder of our 
history and traditions of the past.
